The Coroner sald: “I think it 
is quite likely, knowing the boy 
had a fondness in experimenting 
with ropes and following the 
remarka made by his sister, that 
he was experimenting on these 
fines and unfortunately the ex- 
periment went .wrong. He re- 
corded the verdict of accident-
